Secriox 1. That the Board of Regents of the University
-of Minnesota, are boreby empowered to issue bouds in the Bordsf Rermn
name of the said University of Minnesota, and under the i ponds
corporate seal of the said University, signed by the Presi-
-dent and attested by the Secretary of the said Board of Re-
gents, and payable at such times and in such maoner as the
said Board may deem best, to an amount not exceeding the
sum of forty thousand dollars, with interest thereon, not ex-
ceeding twelve per cent. per annum.

-empowered, in order to secore the payment of said bonds, to morteses untver
make, execute and deliver in the name of the State of Min-47 A== n e
nesota, a mortgage or mortgages, on any lands now belong-

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the Board of Regents, and duly acknowledged by the said-
President before any person authorized to take acknowledg-
ments of deeds, in this State, and recorded in the office of
the Register of Deeds of the county in which said lands are
so mortgaged and situated, or in the county to which it is.
attached for judicial purposes, shall be a lien upon the said
lands until all sums owing upon said bonds are fully dis-
charged.
